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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 2-17, 19-20, 22-24 and 26 are now currently pending in this application. 

Applicants 1 amendments and arguments filed on 1 1-9-04, have been fully considered and 
are deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously applied. Rejections and/or 
objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. Specifically 
Examiner has withdrawn the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1 st paragraph and rejection of 
claims 1, 6-7 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takashima et al.(J. Biochem., Vol. 
125:728-736, 1999) in view of cancellation of claim 1 and amendment of claims 6-7. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making and 
using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the 
inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the specification, 
while being enabling for a recombinant host cell comprising a deletion or insertion or other 
alteration in the polynucleotide sequence SEQ ID NO:3, encoding a polypeptide with SEQ ID 
NO:2 which inactivates said polynucleotide and prevents the beta-glucosidase polypeptide 
production does not reasonably provide enablement for a host cell comprising any or all 
polynucleotides simply labeled as " bgl5 gene" (see previous Office action). 

In response to the previous Office action applicants have traversed the above rejection as 
well as amended the claims. While such amendments have indeed overcome the previous held 
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rejection of other claims, it has done little to be persuasive to overcome the rejection of claim 
22. Hence Examiner continues to maintain the above rejection. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. These claims are directed to a genus of DNA molecules encoding beta- 
glucosidase and a host cell comprising altered P-glucosidase gene such that the gene is 
inactivated and the production of the p-glucosidase is prevented. See previous Office action for 
the rejection. 

Applicant has not specifically responded to the above rejection . However, claim 
amendments and cancellation of claim 1 has overcome the rejection previously applied to claim 
1, and 6-7. However, applicants have not addressed the rejection applied to claim 22. Examiner 
continues to maintain the above rejection. 

The inadvertent inclusion of the "This action made final" form paragraph under 
"conclusion" in the previous Office action is deeply regretted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-17, 19-20, 23-24, 26 are allowable.
